Feb. 1.— Three British aero- 
planes which took part In the recent 
raid over 03tend and Zeebrugge were 
destroyed by Germans, it .vas unoSl-

"Iteports printed in Beale. Swltzer- 
laiidi newspapers state that only four 
of tbe seven English aeroplanes which 
bombarded Ostend and Zeebrugge re- 
tnriied to their base. Three of the 
Britiah machines were surrounded by 
German airmen and chased ioto the 
sea."

Parts. Feb. 1. — ^EYeach almen. brav- 
ing A terrific fire irom German high- 
angle gaoM, have bombacded the bead- 
qnarteca of GenenI von Heeringen. 
comwiander of tbe Geimaa army of the 
center, at Laon. Severe damage was 
done to the German works at Laon, La 
Fere, Crepy and Coney. AU of 
these points are sitnated north and 
northeast of Strfssons In the now fa- 
mous elbow formed by the junction 
of the Alsne and Oise rivers. 

Tb» German attempts to swing 
across the Alsne In the antf e of the 
river at Yenisei had for its object 
the eiwtnre ot a spnr of railway line 
numlng from Venlsel Into Solssons. 
Aerial Aetivity Increased. 
The German efforts broke down un- 
der the combined artillery and ma- 
cliine gob fire of the French, who hold 
strosigly, fortified positions on the 
beights flanking the south bank of the 
Alsoe at VenlzeL 

OffldM dispatches from all eections 
of tile |lbttle front show the increase 
of aerial activity among the French, 
British and Germans. 

Fairly violent artillery duels are 
reported from Ypres, in West Flan- 
ders, Arras, Reims and the heights of 
the Mease. 

Despite fog and cold weather, the 
French pressure in the Vosges and in 
upper Alsace Is continuing without any 
cessation. 

At the other end of the battle line, 
upon the coast of the North sea, the 
Belgian, French and British forces are 
pressing vigorously to push back the 
extreme end of the German right

Wasliington. Feb. 1. — In a final ap- 
peal In the boose for a larger navy. 
Representative Hobson of Alabama 
declared It was his firm ctmvictlon 
that the United States has maintained 
peace with Japan only by giving as- 
surances of si^eedy retirement from 
the FUIlppines. Horeoyer, in a part 
of his speech which went into the rec- 
ord without actually being delivered 
on the fioor, tlie Alabama representa- 
tive said he believed that when the 
American fieet went around the world 
during the Roosevelt administration 
It was allowed to go to Japan only 
with tbe assurance that It would be 
out ot the Fadflc ocean by a fixed 
time.

tive board of tbe United Mine Work- 
ers, for the district Including Colora- 
do, read befbre the federal commission 
on Indnstrfal relations a scathing In- 
dictment of Mr. Rockef^er and the 
atutude he bad displayed before the 
commission. 

The policies and purposes of the 
$100,000,000 Rockefeller foundation 
and the recent ntterancea of young Mr. 
Rockefeller on the witness sUnd were 
assailed by Mr. XAwson. 

Among other things Mr. Lrawson as- 
serted "a sklUfnl attempt is being 
made to snbstltate philanthropy for 
Jnstioe.'* 

Money "Vmhhefd" From Tolier. 

In assailing the Rockefeller founda- 
tion be asserted that one of tbe 
canses of Indnstrial discontent was 
tbat VMT phflanthropy and tbe feeling 
fhat the «w*m««i« "spread over tbe 
world In showy generosity" were de- 
rlTed from tbe "money withheld from 
the wages of the American working

Ten oi 
the children are in tbe Charity Hospi- 
tal, several of them at tiie point ol 
death and others maimed for life 
The storm wrought modi other dam- 
age In and near New Orleans. Among 
the losses waa that oC tbe Iron hull 
towboat L R. Patten, which wat 
swapped by big waves In the rivet 
and sank in her dock. Sieveral ot the 
big sheds wer. partially unroofed 
Fences w^ blown down, brancbet 
broken off the trees and otli«r dasAagf 
caused by tbe wind, which obtained s 
maximum Of 62 miles an hour. Tbt 
stucture tbat fell was not completed 
and was a big frame building. Many 
children were playing on tbe ground 
floor and otbern were engag^ at work 
on the second story. Without warning 
the stActure swayed and splintered tc 
the earth. Scorw wer. trapped. R» 
peated pollc and lire alarms brought 
many offldal workers to aid th. volun- 
toOT rescue corps, but It waa mors 
than an hour before all the sufferer* 
had been taken from tbe structure 
The hospital la In a thickly sMtled 
resIdMice sectl<m and there waa nc 
lack of wUllng hands to aid the ohll 
drea In every way possible.

Mr. Lawson erltlclEed young Rocke- 
feller for his lack of knowledge of 
conditions among raavtoyees of tbe 
Colorado Fuel company, and said be 
was "equally as Ignorant and indiSer- 
ent as his trusted executives." 

"Tour body esn» wtO afford to let 
the testimony of John D; Rockefeller. 
Jr., bring your Investigation to an 
end," Mr. Lawson told the commis- 
sion. 

"Out of bis month came a reason 
for every discontent that agitates the 
laboring class In the United States to- 
day, and if remedlea are provided for 
the injustlees that b. d iacl o a a d n ion j 
step will be taken away from indus- 
trial disturbance" 

Mr. Lawson told of the shooting of 
striking miners in Colorado, tbe shat- 
tering of miners' homes, how hundreds 
were "dumped In 1M3 Into the desert 
wlthont'food or water," whOe others 
were drhren over the snow of tbe 
mountain ranges. 

Philanthropy "For Birds." 

The philanthropy of tbe RoekefMIers 
Mr. Lawson referred to as follows: 

"Health f6r China, a . refage for 
birds, food for Belgians, peastons for 
New York widows, university train- 
ing for tbe electT-and never a thought 
or a dollar for thousands of men, 
woncoi- and cblidrm who starved in 
Colorado; for the widows robbed of 
husbands, children of their fathers. 

"There are thousands ot Mr. Rocke- 
feller's employees In Colorado who 
wish to Ctod tbey were In Belgium to 
be fed. or a bird to be tenderly cared 
for." 

Zir. Lawaon's statement was a re- 
hearsal of the testimony ot young Mr. 
Rockefeller and a vigorous arraign- 
menL^of him for not having Investi- 
gate *the Colorado situation In detalL

Vtanklort.— It Is reported that the 
Boge-lContcomeiT Co. baa made ai: 
offer to the State Board of Prison Com 

missloners to take 200 prisoners In th« 
Frankfort Reformatory for two yean 
from June 1 at what are said to b« 
practically the same terms as tbe Re 
liance Manufacturing Co. will take the 
other 300. Commissioner Henry Law- 
rence Is here an4 he baa been In com 
munieation with Chairman Daniel K 
O'Snllivan and Commissioner M. F 
Conley. The Reliance Manufacturing 
Co. has contracted for 300 men tc 
make shirts at 50 cents the day and a 
bonus on production, wiiich Commia 
sloner Conley said recently he bellevei 
will net the state 76 or 80 centa the 
day tor each man. The contract it 
for one year '^^th an option for one 
year longer. The Hoge-Montgomery 
Co., now operating a shoe factory in 
the prison with 400 hands ( agrees, ll 
Is reported, to take 200 men at 50 
cents the day as a minimum from June 
1 for one year with an option ot re- 
newal, and pay each month whatever 
the Reliance Co. pays for that month 
under the bonus clause. The Hoge- 
Montgomery Co. proposes, according 
to report, to hire the men in forty- 
eight hours, paying 50 cents the day 
for green banda until June 1 and 75 
cents tor 

Now Componsation Act. 

Overruling the petition of Attorney 
General Oamett tor modification and 
extension ot the workmen's compen- 
sation decision, holding the act un- 
constitutional, the court of appeals 
flied a rehouse to guide in the draft 
Ing of a new act. The court said: 
"The provisions for the present com- 
pcns.itio;! act. as far as they affect the 
enii'ioycr are unobjectionable, as thoy 
do not conflict with any provisions of 
the constitution. Any employe com 
ing within tbe provisions of the act 
may voluntarily agree to accept its 
provisions fixing and limiting his re- 
covery In case of Injury. He may 
liliewise voluntarily accept the provi- 
sions of the act fixing the amount 
that shaU be recovered in the event of 
his death and said-sum should be paid 
to his dependents, if he leaves any, 
and if not, to bis personal representa- 
tlve. The laglslatnre baa no power to 



direct that this Sum shall in any 
event be paid Into tbe compensation 
fund. Somo provision should be made 
In the act whereby the employe sig- 
nifies his acceptance of the provisions 
of the act by some affirmative act on 
his i>art. Silence on this subject 
should not be construed Into accept- 
ance; provision should be made In 
the act for appeal to a court of com- 
petent jurisdiction for review in all 
cases where compensation is denied 
or where a less sum Is allowed by tbe 
boaril than that claimed by tbe in- 
jured employe." 



Highway Route Still Undecided. 

The exact route of the Central Lin- 
coln Way from Uouisville to Nashville 
remains undecided. One route from 
Louisvlile to Elizabethtown. thence 
to Hodgenvllle and on to Glasgow, 
cuts across part of Bullitt county and 
part of Hart without touching tbe 
county seat of either, thus putting it 
outside the state aid law for the con- 
struction of intercounty seat high- 
ways. The other route by way of 
West Point to Klizabethtown and 
down through MunfordvUle to Bowl- 
ing Green, cuts through part of Ed- 
monson without touching Brownsville, 
and meets with tbe same objection. 
The latter route would extend throufih 
Franklin to the Tennessee line. Coun- 
ty .Iudse.s C. B. Hicks, of Hart, and 
D. W. Rider, of Hardin, with a dele- 
gation, railed un Road Commissioner 
R. C. Terrell and discussed extending 
the route from Klizabethtown to Mun- 
fordviUe and then by way of Horse 
Cave and Bear Wallow to Glasgow.

Judge Benton Fhiesiding. 

Circuit Court opened Tuesday morn 
ing, Hon. J. M. Benton presiding, and 
Hem. B. A. Crnteher, Commonwealth's 
Attorney, on band. 

Judge Benton delivared a remarkably 
strong charge to the grand jniy, from 
which we qdote as follows: 

"My sermon on clean elections this 
morning will be a brief one. This ques- 
tion has been urged upon tbe conkoien- 
ces of all the grand juries of tbis dis- 
trict for tbe last two years and I liave 
found them eager to aot. This grand 
jury may find nothing to do along tbis 
line, but it is a question which mnst not 
be permitted to grow cold. 

Last week I heard in a religious re- 
vival at Winchester a most impressive 
sermon on the subject of the Great 
American Sin, which tbe preacher said 
was tbe sin of negleot. As I listened to 
that remarkable sermon, I could not 
avoid tbe conviction -that we people here 
in Kentucky, in this district and in this 
county, have too long neglected the great 
sin of American politics, this evil, this 
corrupt, this criminal practice of per- 
mitting our elections to be controlled by 
tbe use of money and other oormpt 
means, a praotiee timt grew np and 
prospered iMwk in the old days when it 
was not condemned by the law, and 
when the public cunscience had not been 
aroused lo the enormity of it and to the 
untold evils that would result, from such 
an unrestrained practice. When we can 
look to Pike county, Ky., and find more 
than 1100 Kantuckians under indictment 
for election offensee; when we can look 
across to Adams oonnty, <Miio, and find 
more than 2,000 men deprived of thair 
right to vote because they bava been 
convicted of selling tbeir votes; when we 
can go to Terre Hante^ Indiana, and find 
126 members of tbe city administration, 
ranging from the mayor to the janitor of 
the City Hall, indicted for election 
frauds, and more than 80 of them plead- 
ing guilty to the charge, it is high time 
fmr us to "omne to oarselves" and pnt a 
stop to sneb oriminal praetioes in bnr 
own counties.' . , 

I have been doing; and intend to con- 
tinue to do my part towards putting an 
end to these practices, and in this I have 
had, and I am sure that I shall continue 
to have, the loyal support of the grand 
juries. I hope and ttelieva we have seen 
the end. Snob pnotioes must lie Aop 
ped, and we Jinst aot be eontent to see 
them simply checked. 

There will be a good deal of politics in 
Kentucky tbis year. At the primary 
election to be held on the first Saturday 
in August, all political parties that in- 
tend to have candidates for any of the 
State ofilces — for Circuit Judge, Com 
monwealth's Attorney, (Srenit Qlerk, 
State Senator or the Legislature — must 
make their nominations, and 'this pri- 
mary election will be followed by the 
election in November. These elections 
must be clean. The sentiment of the 
people on that question is sound and 
right, and it must be kept that way, and 
that sentiment must not be violated 

Ttie last Legislature enacted a few 
good laws. One of tbe best of these is 
tbe provision in the primary election 
law, which requires eaah candidate, be- 
fore he can have his name printed on 
the ballot, or be voted for, to sign and 
swear to this statement: "I will not 
knowingly violate any election law, or 
auy law defining, or relating to corrupt 
and fraudulent practices in campaigns 
or elections in this State." 

If any candidate Ttobttee that oath, be 
can be indicted for perjury, and if it oo- 
ours in any county of this district I will 
demand that he be indicted; and I be- 
lieve that the grand jury will be prompt 
to do it. Every candidate who is elect- 
ed to any office this fail must, before en- 
tering upon the duties of tba office, 
swear that be wilf support tbe oonstitu 
tion and laws ot tbe State. -If be 'vio- 
lates tbe constitution, and breaks tbe 
law and becomes a oriminal in order to 
(cei the office, he can hardly be expected 
to observe the law, and require otbers to 
dp it, after he becomes an official. 

I say now, what I have said lo other 
grand juries in this county, that the 
grand jury that is impanled after the 
August primary will be urged, with all 
tbe power I possess, to makeaueb an in 
vestigation of that election as will en- 
able it to indict every man who may hav 
dared to violate the election law in any 
particular. The same thing wi)I be 
done in the other counties of the dis- 
trict, and from my knowledge of the 
sentiment on tbis qnestion, of ibe men 
who serve on tbe Juries, ttaey frill per 
mit nognilty,man to esoape^ aa4 they 
should not do so. "

THRODOR tbe efforts of the various 
patriotic aodetlM many of the old 
hooBM made famous by Washington 
as Us headquarters during the war 
Df taidependeBce, tiave been preserved 
aad are now suitably marked for the 
Information of posterity. During that 
tons stmsgle for freedom Washington 
osed periiaps a hundred or more 
bouses for this purpose in various 
parts of the country. Many have dis- 
appeared under the ravages of time, 
bat about two score of them have 
bem saved. It was In these houses 
that he planned his battles and 
strategy; It was In them that Indepen* 
denoe was achieved. 
Cambrldce^ Mass., points proudly to

houses that were occupied by Wash- 
ington. First Washington Uved in the 
residence set apart for principals of 
Hanrard college. Then he moved to 
the. house of a fugitive Loyalist, John 
VassalL Later this became the resi- 
dence of Henry W. Longfellow, the 
great poet, and here were written 
many of his works since beerane world 
famous 

Washington had many houses In 
New Tork. None is mare beantltnl 
than the building now known as the 
Jumel mansion. This was his head- 
quarters from September 16 to Octo- 
ber 21, 1776. It is also rich in mem- 
ories of Aaron Burr, who nuuried the 
widow of Stephen JumeL Jumel 
gained possession of the house when 
Roger Morris and his wife fled be- 
cause their Tory sympathies threat- 
ened to get them in difiScuIties. It was 
Mrs. Morris, who as Mary Fhilipse, 
George Washington wooed in vain. 

At Neshaminy, 20 miles north of 
Philadelphia, is a headquarters of 
Washington rich in historic memories. 
It is a rough stone building, two 
stories in height, located near the 
bridge over the Little Neshaminy 
creek. Here Washington held an im- 
portant council of war, at which for 
the first time the young Marquis de 
Lafayette took his place as one of 
Washington's advisers. 

The Valley Forge headquarters of 
Washlngtm is Justly famed as one of 
the holiest shrines of American free- 
dom. This old stone house was the 
residence of the founder at the time
